Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Garlepp argued that the prior art failed to teach at least one 
insulator is not in the prior art. The examiner stated that the prior art does teach an electrical insulator. Mr Garlepp 
reminded the examiner of the language of claims 1 and 15 requiring a comparison of the coefficient of thermal 
conductivity of the base with respect to the insulator. Mr. Garlepp that although ceramic materials are electrically 
insulating they are not thermal insulating. This discussion led to Mr. Garlepp's proposal if such an amendment would 
be entered to enter an amendment wherein "thermal insulating material" is added to further clarify the type of insulation 
use. The examiner noted that such amendment and the discussion within the interview will cause further search and 
re-consideration of the prior art of record.

All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
